EXPLOSION IN A MINE. 

Between 30 and 60 Miners' Livet Were 
Lott in Colorado. 

Trinidad, Col., Oct. 29.-A terrific 
explosion occurred at Mine No. 3 of 
the Rocky Mcuntaln Fuel and Iron Co. 
at Terolo. 40 miles due west of Trtnl- 
day. Friday aftorncsin and the number 
of dead la variously placod between 
30 and tQ men. The exact number of 
dead may never bo known, as the mint-
